Thank you for your additional comments with respect to President Carter’ 
performance. 

With respect to the Bourne resignation, I believe the President’s admon- 
ition was inadequate. If the White House does not act on this matter, I 
believe that either the Congress or the Justice Department should 
instigate further investigation. 

I am concerned about the effect of all drugs — including alcohol — on 
the judgment and operating capacity of high-level officials. I simply 
do not believe that the reported M high incidence" of marijuana and 
cocaine use by White House staff members can be considered acceptable. 

I completely share your concern with respect to Ambassador Young’s most 
recent comments and believe these statements were both foolish and 
destructive to U. S. foreign policy. President Carter must be held 
responsible for this series of irresponsible remarks, as he appointed 
Mr. Young to this high office and has made no effort to remove him from 
it.
